QUARLES 
SLATED FOR 
JUDGESHIP 

Late Saturday afternoon President Roose- 
velt sent to the United States senate tho 
nomination of Joseph V. Quartos, a native 
of Kenosha, Wis,, to be United States 
judge for the eastern district of Wisconsin, 
with headquarters at Milwaukee. ■ The ap- 
pointment is to succeed Judge William H. 
Seaman who is advanced to the position of 
circuit judge for the Seventh circuit, in- 
cluding Illinois, Wisconsin and Indiana. 
- Sunday it was announced that the presi- 
dent had decided to withdraw the appoint- 
ment, for the time being, and that the 
nomination would not be seat to the senate 
until March 4. 

This course was' necessary through the 
discovery that before that date Mr. Quar- 
tos is ineligible by reason of a constitu- 
tional prohibition against the appointment 
of a senator or representative" during the 
time for which he was elected to any . fed- 
eral office, emoluments of which shall have 
been. increased during such term. 

It happens that the salary of this office, 
together with those of ail other district 
judges, was increased from $5,000 to $6,000 
a year by the act of 1403, which was dur- 
ing Mr. Queries' term of office, and bo 
voted for tho measure. He will therefore 
be ineligible" for the appointment until 
after his term as senator expires March 4, 
and he so informed the president. ' Roose- 
velt immediately assured Mr. Quarlea that 
he would send his' name to the extra ses- 
sion to meet March 4. It is probable that 
Gov, LaFollette, who takes his seat in the 
senate oh that day, will try to hold up the 
appointment, and bo may be able to, pre- 
vent He being confirmed by the senate.'

Boarding Boas Is Alleged to Hate 

Felled Boarder to Floor and Beat 

Jllm, With Fatal Sesults. 

At Wnukegan on Saturday night, at the 
boarding house at 307 Kcnnard street. John 
Sosnowski beat Mike Gudricb over thn 
head with a half filled beer bottle until he 
was dead. 

Sosbowikl is the proprietor of the board- 
ing house. At about eleven o'clock Gud- 
ricb came into tbo place intoxicated; after 
a prolonged carousas in which most of the 
boarders at tho house participated. In a 
dazed condition be throw himself on a 
longo in a room of the bouse and went to 
sleep, Fifteen- minutes later Sosnowski 
came home and saw the sleeping man. 
Taking hold of him and shaking him, ho 
soldi ■ ' 

' "Get up; This is no place for a drunken 
boarder. Go to bed." 
. Gudricb is said Lo have responded in a 
flippant manner and as a result of the ver- 
bal' altercation the two men clinched, 
From the kitchen they fought their way 
into a side room. Sosnowski is said to 
have had a beer bottle in bis hand. Some 
of the six or eight boarders witnessed ports 
of tho fatal Bght say that Gudricb had a 
heavy pair o! pliers with which he beat 
Sosnowiki over the bead.' 

Sosnowski is claimed to have used tho 
beer bottle so effectually that at the end of 
the struggle Gudricb was dead, or nearly 
so, though it is asserted by eye witnesses 
that he lived until;, bet ween three and four 
Sunday morning, The injuries that he 
received were. a cut behind .the right ear, a 
cut on the top of the head; and one on the 
back of tbo bead. It is thought that the 
one back of the ear was fatal. 

The fight that terminated so fatally oc- T 
curred lit 11:30. For several hours there* 
after the victim lingered between life and 
death, and it was not until between three 
and four that he died. Four hours passed 
after this before the police were notified. ,• 

In the meantime Sosnowski had made 
good his escape. ,,Somo of_hiB_ country men 
say that right after the murder he gathered 
together his belongings and went away, 
but is known beyond a doubt that be staid 
for the rest of Sunday night at 039 Market 
ftreet, laking the 7:05 train" Bouth on the 
Northwestern. 

Both tho murderer and bis victim , have 
bad bad records. Gudricb was implicated 
in a street fight about Christmas time, and 
Sosnowski was in the same fluht and is 
alleged to have used a knife. Gudricb was 
23 years old, a native of Russia. 

An autopsy was performed by Coroner 
Taylor in tho Drew rooms on Helvidore 
street. The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was that of murder,. as all of the boarders 
who witnessed the struggle were called 
upon for testimony, it was hard to get 
the story from them as they seemed to hold 
Sosnowski in great fear and would tell lit- 
tle even with persistant .questioning. The 
stories of the affair are conflicting and con- 
fusing, but all point to Sosnowski as the 
guilty man. 

The post mortem and the autopsy show- 
ed that the cats inflicted by the beer bottle 
in the hands of Sosnowski had not pene- 
trated very deeply with the exception of 
the one back of the ear. The skull was 
broken in several, places, and. there' were 
marks on the dead man's throat that 
show where Sosnowski is alleged to have 

grasped him.

The Snake River Region Will Blossom 

Under thfrNPW Water Distribution 

Plan- Expect to Find Gold. 

'Twin Falls City, Idaho, £eb, 27.— This 
town is crowded with settlors and visitors 
Who came to see tho waters of Snake river, 
which Is destined'to irrigate 270,000 acres 
belonging to. tbe state of Idaho, turned 
into Jhe big irrigation canal. In addition 
there are a number of placer. miners in the 
vicinity who want to flpd out, whether or 
not the deep canyon .immediately below 
the falls of the river is one of the richest 
natural sluice boxes in the world, 

It will probably bo days before the sand 
ban below the falls are uncovered,". For 
years past the sands of the Snake river 
have yielded from 11 to 17 a square yard 
in gold. The prospectors reason thiit when 
the waters subside in the deep gully they 
will have an Eldorado Jnjn'g&t. •■ffhqv, 
have come- ariped with ropes lo descend' 
the sides of the cliffs, nnd with all tho im- 
pedimenta of placer mining. ' 

Six months ago this section was a waste 
of sagebrush. Today there is a town of 
600 Inhabitants, 'With hotels and stores, a 
bank and dwelling, and settlers ore coming 
in daily. "E. H. Harriman is building a 
branch to tap this district. 

Tho lands are open to. the public under 
the Corey act, nnd the land and' water 
rights ore inseparable. '.Vbon the lapd is 
all sold, the dam and canal system, which 
have been constructed by an inveif-ment 
company at'a cost of $2,500,000, become 
tho property of the land owners, wbo will 
hove a proportionate share in the canal 
syntem and a voice in the management. 

.The purchase of these farms, which [are 
from 40 to 1G0 acres in extent, is made on 
the installment plan, extending over a 
period of- ten years. ,' Under irrigation it is 
possible to raise three crops of alfalfa per 
season here, with wheat, potatoes, fruit 
and . vegetables that flourish in the rich 
volcanic soil. 

This stupendous Irrigation project' which 
has been going on d*J\ng the past year, iB 
being watched w1S^^i^f^y _ tn"6^rriga' r 
tion 'authorities at -Washington. Outside 
of tbe big irrigation projects in Utah, in- 
stituted by the Mormons, it is the first real 
effort to reclaim the desert on n large scale 
in the west. 

The great dam aVMitner raises tbo level 
of tbe Snake river forty-nine feet to the 
level of a canal on. 'tbe south side of the 
stream, tbe dimensions of which ore eighty 
feet wide at the bottom and 120 feet wide 
at the top of tho bank, The water at full 
flow in the canal wil I be ten feet deep and 
112 feet wide at the surface. The -dam is 
1,900 feet long, 79 feet high, and 400 feet 
through at the base. 

Tbo main canal,' now complete, is 26 
miles long, and gasoline launches are to' be 
placed upon it for the rapid transportation 
of scows carrying produce and passengers. 
At the end of the twenty-sxth mile -it is 
divided into high and low line canals,* 
which continue nearly 50 miles westward, 

In tbe completed sytetn there will be 
nearly 1,000.' miles of main canals. and 
laterals, making rit the largest irrigated 
tract on the western hemisphere under one 
canal. Milner, the location of the 'dam, is, 
75 miles-west oE Pocalello and 60 miles 
down stream from American Falls, where 
the Oregon Short Lino railroad crosses the 
Snake river. The Twiu Falls tracts lies 
south of the Snake river, except about 
30,000, acres, which are irrigated from the 
north 'side of tbe dam. 

Along the tract are the famous Twin 
falls in Snake river, 184 fwt high; the 
great Shoshone falls, 210 feet high; Auger 
and Salmon falls. These four great cat- 
aracts will supply unlimited power for all 
purposes— railways, electric lighting and 
heating, . and manufacturing. Already a 
plant developing 20,000 horsepower has 
been constructed at Shoshone falls and will 
soon be ready. Tho water will be turned 
from the river into the canal March 1,

"In any event, the commissioners 
nre glad to recognize unanimously that 
Admiral Rojestvensky personally did 
all he could from the commcucemeut 
to the cud to prevent the trawlers 
from being the object of lire by the 
Russian squadron." 

Four members of tho court — that Is 
to say, all but the Russian represen- 
tative — declare that thcro were no 
Japanese torpedo boats lu the vicinity 
of the British tmw'Iers In the North 
Sea when the Baltic licet passed 
through thoae waters. Therefore, 
they conclude, Admiral Rojeetveiiflky's 
action In ordering his ships to open 
lire upon the Imaginary enemy "was 
not J tisti lied." At the suiiii! time tliesj

$5,000,000 FIRE LOSS. 

ImiiiciincTcriulntilft uf I 111 iioIh Central 
■it New OrleniiM !>catro>*cd. 

Fire Involving millions of dollars' 
loss In property and giving u serious 
blow to the export trade of Xew. Or- 
leans, swept nearly a mile of the river 
front .Sunday night, destroying the 
freight terminals of thu Illinois Cen- 
tral, known ns the Stuyvesaut docks. 
Nearly a dozen squares of modern 
wharves and freight sheds, two grain 
elevators, hundreds of loaded cars and 
great quantities of freight, Including 
L'0,000 bales of cotton and 1^,000 bar- 
rels of sugar, were destroyed, togeth- 
er with llfty small residences. It has 
not been determined whether there has 
been any loss of life, but a number of 
ureruen and employes of Ihe docks 
were Injured. Actual estimates of the 
losses are Impossible now, though they 
may exceed $£,000,000. 

The lire wns discovered shortly nftcr 
7 o'clock, it wus sii Id to have resulted 
from a henled journal. The whole plant 
was equipped with gigantic water 
tanks and llre-extlngulshlng apparatus, 
but the blaze, small nt the beginning, 
quickly got beyond control, communi- 
cating through the conveyors to tho 
tower elevator and some of the sheds. 
In hit If nn hour the lire covered two 
squares, the Iow ; er elevator wns prac- 
tically consumed and the tire was 
sweeping with Irresistible fury both 
up and down the river. As soon ns it 
became known that the zone of the 
(Ire was tho Stuyvesant docks, harbor 
tugs hastened to the wharves nud ves- 
sels moored there were pulled out Into 
the river. At the same time switch 
engines drew hundreds of box cars 
loaded with freight to points above tho 
upper end of tho terminals. Hun- 
dreds more, however, woro consumed. 

The weather was bright and warm 
and probably rtO.OOO people visited the 
scene during the progress of tho lire. 



HOT SPRINGS FIRE SWEPT.

Fire swept the southern part of Hot 
Springs, Ark,, early Saturday, causing 
losses variously estimated nt from $1,- 
000,000 to $2,000,000 and the death of 
nt least three persons.- Several others 
are reported missing. 

The fire started at :i :.'!!> o'clock, and la 
five hours burned over nil area of ono 
square mile. Block nftcr block of resi- 
dences, business houses, hotels nnd other 
buildings were swept awny, ami the en- 
tire town was pnulc stricken. The lira 
swept (iron Includes every house, In 
Clin pel street, nil of Market street from 
Central nvciine west, Orange street to 
Grand avenue, and n part of Onk ntrcct. 

Among the buildings destroyed arc the 
Ctrand Centrnl hotel, the I.eo house, 
Moody hotel, rintonu hotel,, Columbia 
hotel, the county court Iwiuse, jail, First 
Methodist chimin; the Jewish synagogue-, 
and from 200 to 250 residences and 
stores. 

Tho fire stnrted in the Grand Central 
hotel. Its cause Is a mystery. A strong 
north wind was blowing and before ttm 
fire department could reach the sceno 
the (lames spread to adjolnlug buildings, 
The firemen nud police worked valiantly, 
but tho w«ter pressure gave out nt C 
o'clock. Bucket brigades (hen were form- 
ed, citizens and visitors voluuteerlag 
their services. 

Many lodging houses and restaurants 
were hi the path of the (Ire and scores 
of occupants Jumped from windows, 
many barely escaping with their lives.

Iiuslucss activity derived somo stim- 
ulus from the Improved woathor In tlio 
Inst few days, and u closer approach to 
normal conditions has brought recov- 
ery In distributive linns, but the nd- 
vurso effects of recent storms and tin* 
iiHiinlly low temperatures arc Been lu 
further h-nsenctl marketing of form 
products and coal famine nt various In* 
terlor polnls. fJraln and live stock re- 
ceipts mako nu tin fa vara bio exhibit, 
and, though there was rmtch general 
freight and passenger carrying, rail- 
road earnings present a manlier per- 
centage of gain. 

These drawbacks, however, now nro 
being rapidly remedied, nnd It Is reas- 
suring that the snowfall provided am- 
ple protection to growing crops, tlio 
position of wheat nnd ryo being- re- 
ported good. 

Lending retail trndo quickly revived, 
and the buying wns sharply Increased 
I a food stuffs, np parol nnd household 
needs. Visiting merchants nrrlvcd in 
fair numbers, considering tho discour- 
agements of travel, and satisfactory 
progress was made In the Jobbing lines, 
tho bookings In dry goods, millinery, 
clothing nud footwear Indicating thnt 
country requirements for spring deliv- 
ery will he largo. Frequent reorders 
nppenred for urgent shipments to sev- 
eral points where whiter stocks had 
fallen low and replenishment was Im- 
perative. Tim demand for groceries 
and collateral lines whs steady, and 
hardware forwardlugs for farm uai 
woro large. 

The strike of teamsters having been 
settled nnd deliveries assured, trade 
at the lumber yards nguln beenms 
brisk, material for building purposes 
hero and on the outside being lu strong 
demand. . 

Manufacturers had no t rouble In get- 
ting necessary raw material nud fuel, 
aud plants were run steadily, some ol 
them employing more bunds. Pig iroo 
sulci remained (pilot, but there wat 
strengthened demand for rails and oth- 
er llnlshod forms. Some ot the princi- 
pal factories gradually nro working 
Into enlarged productions, and these 
have "bougbt more freely ot supplies. 

Grain dealings were largely specula- 
tive, spot transactions being limited, 
and aside from a manipulated rise la 
wheat vatuccs closed but slightly high- 
er than n week ago. Receipts of era In. 
:t.tj."ilMW.'l bushels, compared with 4,345,- 
378 bushels for the same week last 
year, and the shipments aggregated 
1,740,718 bushels, ngnlnst 2.101,070 
bushels, the total movement exhibiting: 
a surprising shrinkage.

from $10,000 In New York to $1,000 In 
Kansas. It is it ntrlkiug fact that only 
five States report larger numbers of trav- 
eling libraries than tlie club women of 
Illinois liiivo er en ted am] cared for nt 
their own expense, without the slightest 
assistance from thu Htnte. They have 
put all of us who value literature and ap- 
preciate the Joy and stimulation mat spir- 
itual benefit It yields, especially to Inhab- 
itants of small, isolatd communities, un- 
der a I j envy obligation of gratitude. The 
traveling library often leads to thu found- 
ing of n permanent one, but oven pernio* 
Dent libraries need the guidance and aid 
of such Sin to board.* as nre tun In tallied 
for the purpose. The hill to be offered by 
the Illinois federation carries nn appro- 
prim inn of $<1,000 nttd provide* for a 
hoard of seven members (who are to re- 
ceive no .cbiupcjisatlan) nnd u salaried 
secretory.

pnnts no closer together tbnn when the 
adjournment was taken Inst week. 
There Is'etlll n wide variance of opin- 
ion regarding certain of the proposed 
clauses, although It is generally ngreed 
that an agreement of some sort will be 
re nched thlB week. It Is possible, how- 
ever, that the bill will not reach sec- 
ond reading before next week, nnd It 
will be nt this Interesting period that 
the Democratic light for the Kiibstlhi- 
tlon of that party's bill will be 
precipitated. 

It allien! Chnngcft Mado. 

Since ,lt was reported out from the 
committee on primnry elections, a week 
ago Inst Friday, the majority bill has 
undergone radical changes. Only a 
few of tho points* In question, however, 
have been passed as Anally settled, 
other agreements being tentative, for 
the purpose of shaping up the whole 
measure. One thing practically settled 
upon Is the dnte for the primaries and 
the succeeding conventions. The date 
of the primaries Is fixed as the second 
Snturday In March, this clinnge being 
made to accommodate the voters of 
the city of Chlengo by making pos- 
sible the 'nomination of state and coun- 
ty officials under the state law and 
of alderman Ic candidates, under the 
municipal Jnw, at the same time. The 
county convention Is to he held on the 
Wcdnesdny following the prlmnrlcs; 
the senatorial convention on the sec 
ondAVedncstiay following the primaries 
and the congressional convention on 
the third Wednesday following tho 
prlmnrlcs. 

Although opposition still exists to 
tho "majority vote" clause. It is likely 
that In its modified form It will stand. 
As now fixed, the bill provides that 
wherever a candidate Receives a plural- 
ity of the votes of a precinct, the dele- 
gates from that district to the county 
convention shall voto for him. A ma- 
jority vote in convention Is still neces- 
sary, however, to nominate. , 
Provision Made for a F>c>. 

The elimination of tho section pro- 
viding for a petition bearing the signa- 
tures of n stipulated per cent, of the 
voters of a, district to eecuro n plnce 
on the primary ticket has 1 met with 
general commendation. As revised, 
provision .Is mode for a fee instead, 
vnrylng from $100 for a candidate for 
governor, United States senator or eon- 
gressmaa to $10 for a county officer. 

An amendment to the constitution 
of the state of Illinois, abolishing the 
cumulative voting system, is proposed 
.by some of the bouse lenders, as a solu- 
tion of the tangle which has developed 
In the Republican. conference over the 
method of cboslng senatorial. and leg- 
islative candidates. Members of the 
house' elections- committee, which Is 
no deeply Involved In this sn me mat- 
ter, through the recount of ballots that 
has been In progress, are heartily In 
favor of the proposed amendment 

InjoiTtdJn this preposition Is an en- 



tirely new division of the slate by 
the creation of fepnmte and distinct 
senatorial and legislative districts, ore 
member of the lower bouce to be 
elected from one district Instead of 
threo members lie lug Included In bite 
senatorial dlntjlct, as under tho exist- 
ing law. In support of the suggestion 
it Jg contended Unit In addition to do- 
ing away with the cumulative system 
of voting, pnrty quarrels would be 
minimized. At the sumo time, It Is 
pointed out that minority party rep- 
resentations would not bo materially 
affected. 

What Can De none, 

It Is argued that while tho constitu- 
tion In Its present form Is aimed to 
provide minority representation, ns a 
matter of fact It does not, because a 
political party with a henvy majority 
In one district can elect nil three rep- 
resentatives nnd a senator as well. In 
districts where the result Is doubtful, 
party quarrels, which would endanger 
the outcome of an elecUon, would be 
si voided and sultcsi would not be en- 
ilsogerod by the nomlnnUon of three 
candidates where only two enn be 
elected. 

This matter mny bo taken up in the 
Republican conference this week, al- 
though not yet definitely decided upon. 
It will be necessary for both branches 
of the assembly to enst a two-thirds 
vote in fnvor of the proposition before 
it could be submitted to the people, 

ivho, in turn i ran ft ?m nation the change 
by two-thirds* vote before.lt would be* 
come effective, 

The point that has brought about 
this discussion of n constitutional 
amendment was raised by Representa- 
tive Plerson of Cook county. It grows 
out of the provisions of the measure 
concerning nomination of representa- 
tives. With three representatives to 
be chosen by n senatorial convention, 
only one can securo n* majority of the 
delegntes, nnd these delegntes are 
bound to htm under the provisions of 
the bill. 

Only One Is Nominee. 

Ono cnndldate might receive a clear 
majority of the votes enst In the sena- 
torial convention, which would give 
him tlio nomination without the 
formality of n bnllot. but whore two 
candidates have n clear majority of the 
votes ovor the candidates, ouly out — 
the cnndldate receiving the highest 
number of votes, providing it Is a ma- 
jority — van be declared the nominee. 
The other must go before convention 
nnd take his chances, notwithstanding 
the fact that he mny have had what 
would otherwise have been a majority 
of the voters. 

To Representative Trautnumn has 
been assigned the task of lining up 
the Republican members in support of 
the primnry bill and 1 he hns passed 
three strenuous days since Inst Friday. 
He hns worked with the assistance of 
Chain nun Rlnnker of the committee 
that report ed out the measure. Their 
efforts have boon supported by Speaker 
RhurtlcfT, who has agreed to hold bnek 
the announcement of the standing com- 
mittee of the house until the primary 
election measure Is well upon Its way 
through tho liody. 

Investigations Pending. 

Three resolutions providing for In- 
vestigations of varying character are 
pending In the assembly. Representa- 
tive Manny of IJrown county stnrtled 
the house by asking the appointment 
of a sirecial committee to Inquire Into 
the gross earnings of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad company, to ascertain if 
that cornorutlon Is turning into tbo 
state treasury the 7 per cent, of Its 
gross earnings tbat Is required; under 
its charter. The Manny resolution 
mentions suburban traffic, terminal 
charges, advertising and coal business 
as among the departments of the cor- 
poration that are not contributing to 
the Income of the state. Speaker 
Short leff temporarily blocked tho 
Manny resolution by referring the 
measure to the committee on judiciary, 
instead of putting It up to the bouse to 
decide whether a special committee 
should be named to proceed with the 
Investigation. As the houso commit- 
tee on judiciary hns not yet been ap- 
point ed, nnd Is likely to Include some 
very good friends of the Illinois Cen- 
tral rnflroad In Its personnel when 
finally narked, It Is not likely that this 
resolution will fte tp ported on In n 
hurry. It Is freely predicted that It 
will not lie heard of again this session. 
Standard Oil ltesoluiluii. 

The Standard Oil resolution Intro- 
duced by Representative McGoorty, 
which was adopted by the houBe last 
week, Is expected to meet an untimely 
death la the senate. The measure pro- 
vides for the appointment of a joint 
committee of senators and representa- 
tives to Inquire into the laying of pipe 
lines through tho state of Illinois by 
the big oil combine nnd for the co- 
operation of this stnto with Kansas in 
probing tho IntenUons of the pipe-lay- 
ers, ncprescntutlvo Allen's joint reso- 
lution offering to loan the state of Kan- 
sas ¥100,000, without interest, to aid 
In Its fight against Standard Oil, bns 
not been takcu seriously by the krwv 
makers. 

The third resolution,, fathered by 
Senator Hartley, charges that the 
Terminal Railway Association of St. 
Louts has not made true returns of Its 
trackage In St. Clair county 1o the 
Bin to board of .equalization, for pur- 
poses of assessment, and demands 
an official bwestlgaUon. The appoint-, 
inent of a committee of five Is provided 
for to investigate tlio matter by taking 
testimony and, if necessary, by meas- 
uring the (racks -of the company, 

Arrangements arc making for a 
thorough Investigation of the good 
roads question, with a view of passing 
a law at the present session that will 
result In a movement Tor the better- 
ment of Illinois highways. Chnlrmnn 
MaglHof the special house committee 
on good roods will name n subcommit- 
tee this week, which will begin a pro- 
tracted hearing on the subject

Tho lirst man 
kept ten cows which netted n pro lit of 
$13.07 each; the second 11 f teen cows 
ut a profit of/$10.f>S ench; thu third 
thirteen cows at a profit of 97. til ; tho 
fourth tlft eon cows nt a profit of $-1.00 
ench; the fifth nine cows nt n profit of 
$1 .71 en ch. Th e slxtli kept eight co ws.nnd 
the figures showed a loss per cow of 
70 cents; the seventh a loss of |4.37 
per cow; the eighth. $5.44 per cow and 
the ninth, who kept twenty cows, 
actually lost $4.82 per cow; los- 
ing more per cow thnn tho first 
tea on tho list gained from ench 
of his cattle. Ko account was nmdO 
of sklmmllk or labor, the profit being 
based on actual market value of feed 
and tho amount received from tho 
creamery for butter shipments. Tho 
only reason some of these farmers 
were able to keep In business was be- 
cause they produced their own feed 
instead of buying It In the market 
and hnd tho manure as an extra profit 
Part of tlie trouble was owing to 
poor cows kept, and part no doubt, be- 
cause tho cows were not of one of the 
special breeds, Massachusetts Plough- 
man,

In fact, some men do, and think It 
the most proutublc thing that can bo 
doito, There Ih ii difference In rants, 
however, and oftentimes It pays to 
taho Rood care of tho in. feed them a 
Ilttlo ' better than tho average and nlvo 
tin-in ftpeclal attention. 'Whenever a 
man wishes to rulse runts ho ought 
by nil melius to separate them from 
his koihI I'lp*. nud feed them In a 
lot by themselves, If tldH enn' possibly 
be done, Tlie ICnnsim H tut Ion Iiiib re- 
cently mnde some experiments along 
this lino of fetHlIng runta, and In that 
lindnnce Ihe feedliiR proved to bo very 
priitltable. Pour runts iyero fed grain 
for a period of 278 days; during thq 
feeiUtig period tbey were allowed, thq 
mu of u rape pusturo. Tho grain mix* 
ture wns ns follows: Cent, 50 pounds; 
knttlr com, GO pounds; shorts, QO 
poiitida; dried blood, 20 pounds, and 
soy benns> 30 pounds. During tho on* 
tiro period the pigs nvcnigeil a dally 
gain of .01 pound per head. Tbey sold 
nt 1(1.25 per 1 mud red weight, and tho 
cost of each 300 pound* of gala wum 
$2.04 for the grain consumed. Even 
If the pigs had only brought $5 poe 
hundred weight, there would still hav« 
been a handsome profit from the feed* 
lug.— St. Louis Ilf public.
